THE FIRST REA 
Of Propheſies. 


F M. Doctor had contended, pondere 
mentorum, and not maltitadine , with Naked ors 
— , and not with a multitude; he might 
ppily haue perſwaded ſome to his religion: 
whereas now by reaſon of the weaknes of his 
reaſons, he hath rather hindred many from the 
ſame, then moooued any vnto it. That which is 
commonly faid of pictures, hath a fit place in this worke of do- 
Ror Hill, Pictaræ emu, non commines vidende, pictures are faire a 
farre off, but if the eye draw neare them, there is no ſhew of them. 
Before I come to the matter, I will examine the title of his 
boolce, in which he hath placed a peece of holy Scripture, taken 


out of S. Peter, who willeth al men to be readie to gine an anſwer of . reg 


that hope which is in them: what then is become of the vnfolden 
taith of Papiſts , whe wil haue limple men to anſwer , that they 
beleeue as the Church belecucth ? S. Peter ſpeaketh of the hope 
that is in them, not out of them, in themſelues, not in another, In a 
word, to ſay they beleeue as the Chutch beleeueth, is an anſwer fit 
for all heretikes: Funhermore, out of this place of S. peter, we ga- 
ther that Chriſtian men hauea hope in them, yet Pope John the 
23. denied the immortalitic of the ſoule. Bellarmine had rather 
dyſeredit the Councill of Conſtance,in which this is reported, then 
confeſſe an errour. There js one 2 to be touched in his 
anſwer vnto the eoppie of Metier, in which he protefteth hisloy- 
altie to our late gracious Queene Elizabeth. May we truſt him 
HI ſhould demaund of him, whether he aloweth the Bull of Pius 
Quintusor no it may be I ſhould poſe him. The Papiſts fesch 
thatthe Pope maydepoſe Princes, and yet they will be good ſub-

the married Prieſts by a new example. What ſhould Ifpeake of 
prayer in a ſtrange tongue, of concealing the Scriptures from the 
people, of ſummoning of Councells by the Pope? Thefe with 
many other opinions, might I ſhew to be againſt diuinitic taught 
in the ancient Church. Pacianus thus deſcribeth Catholike, that it 
1s. Obediontia omninm menaatorum , ſcificer Dei: an obedience vnto 
all Gods commandements. Now let vs ſee whether you teach o- 
bedience vnto Gods commandements or no? to let paſſe Idola- 
tric and other ſinnes, I come to ſwearing, The Papiſſs teach that 
they may ſweare that they haue not beene at Maſſe, when they 
haue beene there. This is nothmg but to pr ne an oath as A- 
quinas teſtifacth,in his 2.2.89.quzſt.art.7.and anſwer to the 4. ar- 
gument,faying, Duamng, arte uerborum quis iuret, Deus tamen qui 
conſcientiæ teſt eſt, ita hoc acripit, fient alle cmi inratur intelligit : with 
what cunning ſocuer a man doth ſweare, God whois the witnefle 
of conſcience, doth take it as he meaneth, to who a man ſweareth. 
Let vs now heare the reaſon why the name Catholke prooueth 
a Church; becauſe they that are ſo named, haue on their fide 
Scriptures, Fathers, Councells, and Martyrs : (for of miracles we 
ſhall ſpeake hereafter.) This proud bragge I vtterly denie: & con. 
cerning Scriptures, I ſay with Salvianus in his 5. booke of proui - 
dence,that Nos tantum Scripturas plenas habemu, qui eas vel in fonte 
ſus babimuu, vel certe de puriſſimo fonte hanſtast we onely haue the 
Scriptures ſully perfect, which cxther drinke them in their foun- 
taine, or tranflated oui of a moſt pure fountaine. Touching Fa- 
thers,by that which hath bin ſaid fore, it appearcth that they are 
not all on their ſide. What ſhould T'ſpeake ofthe famous Martyrs 
in Queene Maries daies, which died in the religion now taught in 
England? Thus therefore I returne the argument: 
They which are falſly called Catholikes;are not the true church: 
But the Papiſts are falfly called Catholikes | 
Ergo they ae not ihe true church. 

Concerning the name of Proteſtants, we doe not hold dur 
ſelues content with it although it he not ſp bad as the name of Pa- 
piſts: and touching the names of Calviniſts; and Zwinglians bey

For (not to take exception againſt his ſpeach) by the firſt au- 
thors of hereſie, as Neſtorius, Pelagius, euery meane diuine know- 
eth that many heretikes haue their names of their hereſie, not ot 
their author, as Apoſlolici. Cathari, and others. If the Lutherans 
haue changed the word Cathokke inthe Creede, draw your penne 
againſt them,and not againſt the church of England. But itisa po- 
riſous matter for ſome of our tranſlations to ſay, for an heeetike,a 


man that is the author of ſets. A great matter toengliſhagreeke fn ome men 
word. Thankes be to God, that — no other cauills agair — 
our tranſlations, I hope ſuch peſting will drive men from Pope - hg 


rie. Your ſaying out of Hierome gallethyour ſelues, and prooueth 
you to be ſectaries, as beeing named Dominicans, Franciſcans, le- 
fuits, and with duet sother names. Therfore pleaſe not your ſelues 
any longer with a bare name, without the ſubic matter:for that is- 
lke a pearle in the fnowt of a ſwine.

Hauing anſwered two of the Doctors reafons. I come to han 
dle the third, in which he vaunteth of vnuie after this manner; The 
Catholke religion hath varietie of docttine, with diuerſitie of 
manners, yet euer kept vmtic in ſuch a peaceable manner, as neuer 
any diſagreed in any point of doctrme. 

Bluſh M. Doctor at this notorious vntruth, I haue in my diſ- 
ſwaſiue from Poperie gathered 20. contradictions betwixt Papiſſs 
in matters of faith : and to giue youa taſt of your vnitie, I will ſet 
downe your harmonie about Antichnſt.

In this fourth reaſonthe framer of it according to his cuſtome, 
inneth with an vntruth, ſaying, that all countries whuch cuer 
belceued in Chriſt, were firſt conuerted to his faith, by ſuch as ei- 
ther were preciſely ſent, or at leaſt wiſe had their auihoritie from 
the Pope. The Apoſtles which received authoritie ſrom Chriſt 
himſelf, not from Peter, conuerted many countries: That the A- 
poſtles receiued authoritie from Chriſt himſelſe, the ſcriptutes are 
plaine : in the 20. of Iohn our Saviour faith, As the father hath ſet 
we, ſo ſend I yew: what can be more plaine ? Paul ſaith of himfelfe, 
that he was an Apoſtle.neiher of men, nor by wen, but by leſau Chriſt, 
How many countries did Paul conuert ? Concerning this land T 
_=_ ſomething before. Read Theodoret his 4. booke and 3. 
chap. where he reckneth England amongſt the Chriſtian lands, 
Chryſoſtome as the ſame writer teſtrfieth, comparavit viros emule» 
tores Apojiolicornm laborum, coſg, ad Scythias wnſit, prouided men 
followers of the Apoſtles labours, and ſent them to the Scythians, 
The Indians were conuerted by Frumentinus, whome Athanaſi- 
us ordained Biſhop, as the ſame author teſtifieth in his 1. booke 
and 12. chap. The people of Iberia were conuerted per captivans 
wwlerenmby a woman that was a captiue, Ruff. lib. 1.cap. 10. by all 
which cleare and pregnant proofes euery man may ſee the bold- 
nes of theauthors aſſeruon. But now I come to reduce his reaſon 
into a ſyllogiſme:

-iF Whether M. Calvin ſent miniſters or no into ne found lands 
1 I know not, neither am I priuis to the ſucceſſe they had. Ezckiet 
1 was ſent to the Iewes, that they might know that there had beene a 
Prophet amongſt them; the fault is not in the doctrine, but in the 
men who reſiſt the ſame. I will not diſpute whether a wicked man 
may be 4 meanes to winne ſoules, as a good maſter beſtoweth a 
good almes by the miniſterie of an euill ſeruant : ſo allo the mer 
cifull Lord may call one to repentance, by the meanes of another, 
though he be an vnpenitent perſon. The Doctors rayling vpon 
Luther, Calvin, and Peter Martyr,calling his wife fuſtilugges, fit- 
teth the fpirit of a Papiſt. If Peter Martyrs lawfull wife deſerueth 
the name of fuſtilugges, what name doe the popiſh prieſts concu- 
bines deſerue? In that our Miniſters trauell not without their 
ce. wines, Fanſwer with Paul, Haus we not power to lead about a fler a 
wife? Beza his epillles and piſtols are but words to fill vp pages, 
and to waſ} paper. But haue not the Proteſtants for-gone any 
worldly wealth, to ſpread abroad religion, why are they then exi- 
les, and haue witneſſed their religion with their blood. In a word,

our Church in the raigne of Antichriſt. Andthus Iconclude: 
As the Papiſts Church is now in England, though not viſible, 
ſo was the Proteſtantsin Antichriſts raigne : 
But the Papiſts Church is now in England. Ergo. 
The propoſition is manifeſt by S. John, who foretelleth the flight 


ofthe Church into the wildernes. Let Reiner ſpealre, who wat 2 calettoe 


popith inquiſitour, he faith that the poore men of Lyons were 
more pernitious to the Romiſn Church, then all other ſets, for 
three cauſes: firſt becauſe it hath beene of longer continuance : for 
ſome ſay that it: hath endured fince the time of Sylveſter, others 
ſay it hath endured fince the Apoſtles time. The ſecond cauſe is, 
becauſe it is more generall: for there is almoſt no land in which 
this ſet doth not creepe. The third cauſe is, for that all other ſets 
doe bring in an horrour with their heinouſnes of their blaſphe- 
mies againſt God. This ſect of the Leoniſts hath a great ſhewe of 
odlines, becauſe they liue iuſtly before men, and beleeue all 
1ngs well concerning God, and all the articles which are cointai- 
ned in the Creede, they blaſpheme and hate onely the Church of 
Rome. This is the teſtimome of a cruell enemie and perſccutor 
of hem: whereby euery man may fee the Church to haue conti- 
nued maugre Antichriſt, Theſe men are knowne to haus conti- 
nuedin B ia,Calabria,Piemont,and other places. Their faith 
is printed in the booke called Fa/cicubu rerum expetendarins , 
where who liſteth may read the fame. But now 1 reduce his argu-

The propoſition belegmeth an Ethnicke better then a Chriſtian 
might not the heathen haue made the ſame againſt Chriſt? The 
Phariſies argue indeede after the ſame manner, Ioh. 7. Dath any of 
the Ruler: belrene 5n (brit fo the Papiſts ſay, Doe any Popes, 
Cardinalls, embrace Luthers doctrine? In the 1. King. 22. there 
are foure hundred Prophets againſt Michaiah, yet Michaiah had 
the truth. In the third of Daniel three anely refiſted the Kings e- 
ul.. dict. The Prophet Eſai affirmeth, that except the Lord had reſer- 
ued a remnant, they had bin as Sodom and Gomorrah. Elias com- 
plaineth that he was left alone. In the daies.of Achab , the altar of 
God was remooued and an idolatrous altar by the high Prieſts 
conſent was ſet vp. i. king. 16. and chap.17. i. it is ſaid that Judah 
did not keepe the Lords commandements , but wallced in the er- 
rours of Iſrael. Likewiſe Manaſſes and Amen built an idolatrous 
altar, 2. king. 2 1. 4, 5· and 22. v. might not they haue made the fame 
e argument? Well ſaith Seneca, Non tam bent cum rebus humanis agi- 
tur, ut meliora pluribus placeant, argumentum peſſimi turba eſt : It is 
not ſo well with humane affaires, that moſt men like the beſt 
things; the multitude is an argument of the worſt. Bellarmine 
hath this ingenious.confeſlion, Si ſola una provincia retineret veram 
fidem, adbuc were && proprit , diceretur Eccleſia Catholiaa. If onely 
one Prouince ſhould retaine the faith, yet that Prouince ſhould 
be the true Church. Therefore largeneſſe of dominion is not a 
note of the true Church. But it is worthie to be noted, firſt that 
this Doctour reckneth the largeneſſe of the Romane religion bus 
for a thouſand yeares: for ſpace then of ſixe hundred yeares our 
Church had large dominion : antiquitie then is with vs. Verily, if 
our Church was ample for ſixe hundred yeares, I make no doubt 
of our religion: and indeede the largeneſſe which the Prophets 
foretold was verified of the Apoſtolicall Church, and by conſe- 
quent of ours. Let the Scriptures iudge whether we teach the 
ame doctinie, that the Apoſtles did or no. I would not haue the 
Doctour to thinke that for a thouſand yeates we had no church: 
forthatwe alwaies had a Church, I prooued before out of their 
one writers. Images were reiected by many Biſhops ſeauen 
hundred yeares after Chriſt: Miniſters were likewiſe married, as I 
ſhewed before, for a thouſand yeares. And not to name many o- 
ther points of doctrine, Bellarmine prooueth the ſeauen Sacra- 
ments out of Peter Lombard: is not this goodly doctrine which

can bring no better authors for it then the maſter of fentences ? 
Barnard denieth merits, Bellarmine anſwereth that he didit of hu- 
militic : at /anttt, humiler eſſe debent, non mendaces; Saints mult be 
humble, not liars. In the yeare of our Lord, one thouſand , one 
hundred and ſeauen, the poore men of Leodium prooued P

Paſchal to be Antichriſt: Haſlemus mterpretabar (ſay they) ideo vo. In pi Pale 


luiſſe Petrum per Babilenem , fmficare Romam , quia tun temporis 
R oma confuſa erat [delolatria & omni ſpurcitie , at nunc dolor mens 
interpretatur, quod Petrus propherico ſpir itu dicens , ecoleſiam in B. 
bilone collectam predicit confaſionem diſſentioms, qua bodie [cinditar ec. 
cleſia. I was wont to interpret that Peter by Babylon, would ſignis 
fie Rome, becauſe Rome at that time was confuſed with idolatrie 
and filthineſſe, but now my forrow doth 1 me, that 
Peter calling the Church gathered togither in Babylon, foreſaw 
by the ſpirit of propheſie the confuſion of diſſention wherewith 
the Church at this day is rent in pieces. And in the yeare of our

old the Pope. Crantzius a man who greatly fauoured the 
ope, ſaith thus of them: Qaidam pulſatic campanis O& connocatis 
baronibus terrarum , certaine ringing the bells and calling the Ba- 
rons of the countries, are affirmed to preach publikely , that the 
Pope was an heretike, his Biſhops and Prelates Symoniſts and 
heretikes. Bertrame eight hundred yeares after Chriſt was an ene- 
mie vnto Tranſubſtantiaton -: but you haue purged him to 
your perpetuall ſhame, as teſtificth your Index expargatoriau : 
thetitle 1s, vs liber Bertrami, how the booke of Bertrame 28 
amended may be tolerated. But let it be graunted that the truth o 
doctrine was not publike for many yeares, yet might there be a 
Church. For at the comming of our Sauiour Chriſt the Pharifies 
had the gouernement and were blinde guides, yet was therea 
Church, and a number of choſen people, as Ioſeph, Ma- 
rie, Simon, and Anna.

If largenes of dominion be a 
nate of the true Church, then it ſhall be alwaies ample and — 
Indeede thapkes be to God, our Church now is ample, as teſtifie 
England, Scotland, Denmarke, Suetia, Saxonie, Helvetia, and o- 
ther countries, and therefore the Doctour varieth in this point. 
But that Antichriſt ſhall be reuealed, and the Church increaſe, it is 
plaine out of the 2. Theſl. 2. where Paul propheſieth, that the 
Lord ſball conſame him with the ſpirit of bis month, This to be done 


ve ſee it daily with our eyes, for by the preaching of the Goſpel 


Antichriſt is continually leſſened. Moreouer in this reaſon the 
DoRour affirmeth,that perſecution of any moment is not againſt 
Papiſts , but onely in England. The perſecution of Papiſts in 
England is for treaſon, as their owne writings teſtifie. The title of 
——— is this, Important cõſiderations which ought to mooue 
all true Catholikes to acknowledge that the proceedings of her 
Majeſtic ſince the beginning of her highnes raigne, haue bin both 


mild and mercifull. The Rhemiſts are contrarie to this Doctour, 


for they writing vpon the 20. of the Rev.affirme Catholikes to be 
perſceuted not onely in England, but alſo in Scotland, Flaunders, 
and other places: thus — heretikes agree amongſt themſelues. 
To be briefe: the Papiſts are ſo perſecuied. that they are bent babi- 
ti. well liking as all men know, and haue. uentiam honorum, ſtore 
of goods. But the Doctour deſireth to be told whether againſt all 
learned Phyſitians, and againſt all Lawyers, one or two of later 
yeares are to be credited, I anſwer, if they haue the truth on their 
ſides, they are. Might not Michaiah haue beene poſed with this 
queſtion, who was but one againſt foure hundred prophets? Did 
not Papbnutius ſtand vp in the Councell of Nice, and teach that a 
heauie yoke ſhould not be laid on thoſe which were dedicated to 
the miniſterie. Here was one againſt that famous Councell. This 
queſtion might well haue beene demaunded of Eugenius , who 
would not the Councell of Baſill. Æneas Silvius writeth 
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And againe, Nox erge cinſvis Epiſceps 
veritati preponam ers will not 
vntruths, before an Elders truth, . | 
very poore. What ſhould I ſpealce of Athanafins condemned in 


the Councell of Millan? Panormitane is plaine, Plus credendumuy whi k f. 
eft vel ſanplici Laico ſcripturam proferents, quam toti ſomul { uncilis. A Dur. 


lay-man is more to be belceued,alleadging ſeripture, ihen a whole 
Councell. Hierome tranſlated the ſcriptures according to the 
Hebrew, whereas before the authoritic of the 70. interpreters was 
currant: yet faith Sigebert, prevahuit anthoritas Hebraica veritatis : 
the authoritie of the Hebrew truth preuailed. Hieroms act was a- 
gainſt inveteratum vum Eccles, the auncient cuſtome of the 
Church. Whereas he calleth Lutber a looſe Apoſtata, and TAY. 
Calvin a ſoare backt prieſt for Sodomie, I doubt not, but that for 
ſuch ſlaunders of theſe men, good men ſhall more and more ab- 
horre popetie. And for thy ſatisfying, Chriſtian Reader, Idefire 
thee to read that which Eraſmus hath written concerning Luther : 
and that which is printed by Beza concerning Calvins life. Sodo- 
mie is too common among Papilts, as witn Picus Mirande- 
lain his oration to Leo the tenth, in theſe words, Sacre adus ac tem- 
pla lenonibus ac catamytis commiſſa: Churches and temples are com- 
mitted to bauds, and boics abuſed contrarie to nature. With Picus 
agreeth Mantuan,

The fixth reaſon : Miracles. 


M. Doctour, Nob illud ram confidenter affirmare , quod ſocy tw 
falſam eſſe docmerunt: auouch not that ſo boldly which your fel- - 
lowes haue taught to be falſe. True miracles ſay you, were neuer 
wrought but by them, which were of the true religion: for that 
they are-done onely by the power of God. The Rhemiſts 
the 9. of Marke are of another minde: for thus they write 3 Mira- 
cles are wrought ſometimes by the name of Ieſus, whatſocuer the 
manbe,when it is for the proofe of truth, or for the gloric of God: 
inſomuch that Tulian the Apoſtata himſelfe did driue away deuills 
with the of the croſſe, as Gregoric Nazianzen writcth, orat. 
in Iulian, T heedo. hb.. cap. 3. hiſt. and ſo heretikes may doe mi- 
racles among the heathen. If miracles may be done by heretikes, 
they are then not alwaies done by thoſe which are of the true reli- 
gion, except heretikes be of the true * Thus your owne 
men, M. Doctour, driue you to the wall. Socrates in his 7. booke 
and 17. chap.reporteth a miracle done by Paulus a Novatian Bi- 
ſhop: Iadeus quidam veteratiu ¶ hriſtiamam fidem fimnlant , ſepia

racles doe they not faine for reward? Lyra writeth thus vpon- 
the 14. of Dan. Aliqnande fit in Ecelifia maxima dcceptio popmls in 
miraculis fillis à ſacerdetibus , vel ais adberentibus , propter /ncruns 
temporale, & talia ſunt extirpanda a bonis pralutis, fiemt 1iffa nmuracule 
 extirpata ſunt à Daniels. Sometune euen inthe Church the people 
is ſhamefully deceived with fained miracles, wrought either by 
their prieſts, or by their companions for lucres ſalce, and good Pre- 
lates are to abandon ſuch as Daniel did. Theſe teſtimonies. may 
ſuffice any man not becing vitered by a Calviniſt, as they cal them, 
but by ſome of their one coate. What ſhould I ſpeake of making 
barren weomen beare by holy water, and driuing miſe out of the 
countrey by the ſame. The milke of the Virgin Marie, andthe 
blood of harts are not yet forgotten: the tranſportation of the vir- 
gin:Maries houſe, is monſtrous to remember. The author repor- 
teth that venienti dumicilio ar bores ob dias velnt venerabunda inc li- 
naſſe: trees did meeie it and bowing doune did worſhip it. Grego- 
rius Turonenſis reporteth, that one in ſtead of Saints reliques, bad 
ſacculum magnum plenum de radicibus diner ſarum herbaram, & den- 
tes talpa, & ofſa murnzm , & vngues vrſmos : a great ſacke full of 
rootes, of divers hearbs, and there were alſo teeth of moules, and 
the bones of miſe and beares dawes. But I take no pleaſure in hea-

Aour harpeth alwaies vpon one ſtring : he is not contented with 
Miracles; but now he commeth to Viſions, and confidently affir- 
meth that viſions and the gift of propheſie were neuer found to 
be but in the true Church: yet Aquinasin his 2. 2. 172. queſl. att 6, 
teacheth, that prophete demonum aliquande verum predicant, the de- 
uills prophets ſometimes foretell the truth: yea he auoucheth, that 
prophete demonum non ſemper ex revelatione dam onum, ſed 
interdum ex inſpiratione airvine: that the deuills prophets did not al- 
waies ſpeake by.reuelation from ihe deuill, but ſometime by inſpi · 
ration from God: and this he prooucth by Balaam his example, 
vnto whome the Lord ſpake, as it is in the 22. of Numb. The Sy- 
bullet as the Doctour himſelte confeſſeth, propheſied for the con- 
firmation of right religion, yet were they Ethnicks, and lined a» 
moneſt them. Who dare ſay, that the Church were with the hea · 
m_ cauſe of the Sybilles? But I draw this argument into a ſyle 
gilme :

But the Papiſts haue viſions and the gift of propheſie. Ergo. 
Aquinas 28 you haue heard, M. Doctour. denieth your propoſiti- 
on, and whereas you would proouethe ſame, becauſe S. Paul, S. 
Peter, and S. Iohn ſtand vpon Reuelations, behold now your dou - 
ble follie. Firſt you thus conclude : the Church had viſions, there · 
fore it onely hath viſions: which ĩs as good as if a man ſhould con- 
clude; ihe Church teacheth the Trimiie, erge no-heretikes teach 
the ſame.

The Aſſumption is prooued by S. Pauls, Saint Peters, and Saint

Vom their labowrs: ſo ſay wetherfore there is no purgatorie paines 
for them after this life. The Scriptures teach 1 |

Chriſt are a perfect and full ſotisſaction for our ſinnes i ſo ſay — 
and therefore there remaineth not any part of Gods iuſtice to 
fatisfied by vs. But let vs ſee what vifions the Papiſty haue, and 
what a dangerous thing it is to ſtand vpon viſions. Bellarmine in 
his 2. booke of purgatorie and 7. chap; ag, 7 vg out of 
Beda, to prooue beſides hell, purgatorie , and heauen, a fourth 
place, namely, pratum florentiſſimun dilucidsſimum, as it were a 
moſt goodly meadow. And in the fame booke and 4 chap. he 
ſheweth that Dyoniſius the Carthuſfizn, and Michael Baius by vi- 
ſions would prooue, that the ſoules in purgatorie were not certen 
of their ſaluation, which opinion he confuteth. Thus you ſee om 
of your owne writers what credit is to be giuen to viſions: by ſuch: 
counterfaiting meanes we may prooue any thing. I ſay therefore 
with Auguſtine, Removeantnr ia vel figments, mendariam bomi- 
vum, vel-portenta fallacinm ſpirituum : Away. with theſe fained 
things of lying men, or monſters of lying ſpinita And now N. Do. 
Qour,t vpon your owne graunts both of miracles and vi 
fions. You ſay, that the heathen hed propheſies to confirme right 
4 :*graunt you then that you haue ſore few which works 
both. true miracles and ſee true viſtons, it is not to confirme your 
erroneous doctrine, but to confirme that truth of dorine which 
is held in your Church: for all them you are a corrupt Church: 
yet there are ſome reliques of true dorine remaining, and ſo by 
ſequele of your owne ſpeech theſe things may come to paſſe to 
confirme that true doctrine which is amõgſt you. Heretikes haue 
held ſome nue opinions that there hereſies might be the better 
bolſtered out.

Gregorius & Pyoniſius, faith Picus Mirandula, 
diſcordant circa ordines angelorum; Gregorie and Dyonifus dilas 
gree about the order of angels. If Gregorie diſſenteth from him, 
why may not Luther doe ſo? Who ſo defireth to read more of 


this Dyoniſius may be reſerred to Eraſmus and Valla. That the 


Proteſtants raile at the fathers it muſt be numbred amonꝑſt the 
DoRours vntruths: but by Proteſtants this man meaneth the Pu-

flibus vel teſlimonys quibus aliquid credendum eſſe ſuadetur, tibi crede- 
re vel non credere liccat; if any thing be confirmed by euident au- 
thoritic of thoſe Scriptutes which are called Canonicall in the 
Church, we muſt beleeue it without any doubting, but other wit- 
neſſes or teſtimonies by which ſome thing to be belceued is per- 
ſwaded, thou maiſt beleeue or not beleeue. I might abound with 


his teſtimonies, Iwill adioyne one other, Neque quorumlibet diſpu- 


tationes quamvis catholicorum & laudatorum hominum velut ſcriptu-

We ought not to account any mens diſputations (although ca- 
thelike and laudable men) as the ſcriptures, as if it were not lawfull 
for vs the honour which is due vnto them reſerued;to diſalo and 
reiect ſomething in their writings. Picus Mirandula in his Apolo- 
ie prooueth that, in diclis ſanclorume xtra canonem biblie non eff in- 
allbilis veritas; in the ſayings of Saints without the canon ofthe 
bible, there is not infallible truth. The Papiſts ihemſelues refuſe 
the fathers. Pucichius ſaith, A ibi non placet Au guſlini ea de re de- 
finitio, I like not S. Auguſtines determination of that point, namely 
originall ſinne. Epiphanius is reiected for breaking images by 
D. Harding. Gypriag is condemned by Duræus, becauſe. he teas 
cheth that onely Chriſt is to be heard. But ihat we may ſee all the 
fathers to be on your fide, M. Doctour, produce I pray if you can 
their teſtimonies, to prooue that the Pope cannot etre; thathe 
may depoſe Princes that he muſt ſummon Councells, and that he 
is aboue the ame, or that the virgin Marie was pot caneciueyl in 
originall ſinne. I haue deſired to ſee theſe points ptooued by all 
thefathers, if you can doe it you ſhall doe more then your owne 
men haue dong.

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are of the heretike Manichee; Secondly , I would know how 
you can prooue any church to be the church but by the Scrip- 
turesʒ if you cannot prooue the church but by the Scriptures, then 
the Authot itie of the church dependeth vpon them, and not & cox- 
tra. Thirdly, we receiue not — vpon the Romane 
churches credit, for then we ſhould haue receiued alſo the bookes. 
which are Apocrypha,as well as the true Canon of the bible: for 
the Romane church doth receive them. Feurthly , we receive the 
Scriptures from the Scriptures themſclues. Many men by the hea- 
uenly maieſtie of the Scriptures are mooued to receiue them be · 
fore they know which is the true church. Mantuan de pat.l. 3.c.2.. 
faith thus, Fir miter ſeripturas ideo credimiu, quid deninam inſpiratio- 
nem intra accepimu; we ſteadfaſtly beleeue the ſcriptures, becauſe 
we haue receiued an inward inſpiration from God. He that will 
deſpiſe the Scriptures , will deſpiſe the Church. He that will not 


beleeue there is a God becauſe the Scriptures teach it, will not be--

tare. The Apoltles beleeued the Goſpel of our Sauiour Chriſt, 
before he wrought any miracle. becauſe it was teſtified by the 
fcriptures. Toh. 1. 46. Adam and others belecued without the 
church. Our Sauiour Chriſt preached, Repent and belceus the Go- 
ſpel, which ſome did without the Church. Euſcbius in his third 
booke and 2 v. chap. writcth that the Goſpels of Thomas and o- 
thers were reiected, becauſe that phraſeos character à conſuetndine 
Apoftolice variat, & ipſa ſententia & propojituns cor, que in ili 
ifernntus , plarimun a veritate rectæ doctrius diſcrepant ; the ſtyle 
doth varic from the Apoſtolicall manner, and the matter andthe 
intent of theſe things which aro alleadged in them doe much dif 
fer from the truth of right doctime.

The three 
Creedes we receiue, becauſe the doctrine is contained in the ſcrip- 
tures: but you doe not receiue Athanaſius his Creede; for he ma- 
keth but two places, vitam eternam, & eternum, Omnes ho.

mies reſurgent cum corporibus ſuis , & redduuri ſunt de fattis pro 


prijs rationem, & qui bene egerunt ibunt in vitam æternam, qui vero: 


male in ignem aternum. All men {hall riſe with their owne bodies, 


and ſhall giue an account of their deedes, and they which haue 


done well, ſhall goe into life everlaſting, & they whith haue done 
euill, into euerlalling fire. You teach that Infants vnbaptizediſhall 
be in a brimme of hell, and not inthe fire of hell. Thus if you had 


bin wiſe, M. Doctor, you would haue bin filent concerningtheſe 
Creeds. If I ſhould ſhew your contratieties tothe Apoſtles creed, 
I ſhould be ouerlong. That the holy Ghoſt doth proceede from 

Lands Crit the Father and the Sonne, Bellarmine ptooueth plentifully out of 


the Scriptures. What an ignorant Doctor is tais that cannot ſee 


this wyſteric prooued in holy Seripture? Touching the tearmes, 
as perſon, Trinitie, conſubſtantiall, Sacraments, what if they be not 


in.Scriptureg?the heauenly doctrine ſigniſied by the words is can- 
tained in. ſcriptures, If theſe wordes were neceſſarie to ſaluauon, 
then men were damned before they were inuented, which I thinke 
the Doctor wilbnot grant: for many beleeued the ibings, although 
the names were not extant, Auguſtine calleth the bookes of To- 


bie, and other, Canonicall , becauſe they wereread to edification 2/ 


for Thope you vill not oppoſe: his authoritie to fo many Fathers, 
as I baue before produced. In the place by you cited; he will haue 
thoſe books which are receiued of all Churches, preferred before. 
thoſe which ſome Chuiches receiue not: hence it is manifeſt, that. 


he maketh not all of equall authoritie. Elſwhere he will haue the. 


hookes of Machabees read, ſo it be noniuatiſiter & ſobriꝭ, not vn. 
probubly and ſoberly. Why doth he give this caution to cheſe 
ookes,ifthey were of like authozitic And in his booke ds 
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Sami. r. na. he cohfeſſeth when he did produces teliicionie aut of 


the booke of Wiſdome, that the brethren did reĩect it, — 
contendeth not much for it. If had bin Canonicall, he not 


haue ſo remiſſely pleaded for it. Thus it appeareth why he calleth 


theſe books canonical. Where you ſay that hokeretihe can charge 


the Chutch with 222 diminiſhing one iot from the Scrip- 


iures; we muſt admire Gods — and his loue towards his 
church: he preſerueth the Scriptures though men would take the 
out oſ the world. But if you meane that the church of Rome hath 


not altered the holy Scriptures, you mult knowthat the Papiſts 


hold the: Hebrew and the Greeke.text to be and haue e- 
ſtabliſhed a Latmtranſlat farre from the Hebrew and 
Greeke:and is not this to alter the feriptures? If I hould ſhew the 
corruption of that tràſſation, I ſhould be very tedious I will ame 
one: in the 1. of the Hebt. it is ſaid, 2 

hinaſetfe : theſe wordes[by bimſelfc} are cleave ſtrickeri out o thei

But I will condude the matter in a ſyllogiſme:

ihe Scriptures is this? he hath corrected that tranſlation of the 
Pſalmes which they vſe, and yet ihey haue defied it. You: furiher 
demand, why we ſhould nuſt the Church of Rome rather in1his! 
ihen in other ?Lanfwer,farſt that(as I haue prooued) we truſt: 
not the Church of Rome but ihe ſcriptures themſelues: 2 
it is a ridiculous conſequent We beleeue the church of — 
. this point, ergo t · muſt doe ſo in all other. To make ane 
manifeſt vnto you ſelfe,M.D,you beleeue ihe church 
in ſome points, will you doc ſo in all 2 I would it were fo. 
haue had nothing to doe with the Bible ———

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ſeſſours of them. The Phariſies niighthaue vſed the ſame ſpeech 
to our Sauiour Chriſt, that the Doctor doth to vs. He haththree 
other queſtions in this chapter. Thefirſt is, how we relying onely 
vpon ſcripture can ſhew certainly. which bookes be ſcripture, and 
which not? This queſtion I haue at large anſwered in this chap- 
tor and therefore I will not repeat my anſwer. Sccondly he would 
know of the vnlearned Proteſtant, how he knoweth the tranſlaũ · 
ons to be true? Ianſwer, that it is not neceſſarie to know euery 
thing to be truly: tranſlated . The ſpirit of God ſpeaking in the 
ſcriptures,certifieththe conſcience of the vnlearned, that the ſcrip- 
turesin the Engliſh tongue are the ſcriptures. The third queſtion 
is , why we beleeue eur one indgements rather then Luthers or 
Calvins? I anſwer, we belecuetheir iudgements chat bring beſt 
proofes out of Scriptures; But M. Doctor, becauſe you haue po- 
ſed vs with ſo many queſtions, now I will poſe you with one likes 
wiſe; Why doc you receme your latin tranſlation, rather vpon this 
Popes authoritie, then vpon that Pepes authoritic ? Pope Six 
faith, before the Vatican edition their vulgar latin tranſlation was 
ſehiſmatss occaſis, the occaſion of hereſie. Now Pope Clements e- 
dition is umn , farre differing from Snctus ednion. What 
certaintie then haue Papiſts, who will take the ſcriptures now vp-

But the Proteſtants haue no certaine triall. Ergo, |

For, as he faith in another place, Scriptura eff eminentifſime au- 
rats, the ſcripturesare of a moſt ſoueraigne and peereleſſe au» 
thoritie, Oprar diſputing whether the baptized are to be rebap- 
tired, is wonthic to be heads Jace ſmnr(faith hep, buns 

fie indices; fo Chriftiani dt Ciragne parte dari non poſſunt; 
impedutar, de forte quarenass: off index 3 
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wor poteſs nofſe ¶ briſti ena fecreta, f Iudaus, inimicns eff (riffiani bay.

And more then this, ſome Iudas might creepe into the office, as 
your Rhemiſts confeſſe. Some Popes they will not appeale to 
Councells,as it i manieſt by the Councell of Baſil/ De. 
cor in a word, what certamtie haue you, or cam you haue, if there 
happen to be a ſchifme amongſt the Popes? The 2 2ſechiſme con 
tinued 40. yeares, as it is recorded in Faſcie. Temp. and vntill Mar- 
tin the 5. it was not maniſeſt who was Pope. Lou blaſpheme the 
Scriptures; Turrian calleth them a Delphian word made for 
want.

hath beene alwaies an infallible rule to direct and order things by. 
Firſt the Doctor beggeth that which is a queſtion, taking the Ro- 


miſh Church to be the true Church. We denie it: prooue it be- 


fore you _ cultome. Secondly the Church in times paſt did 
we the Euchariſt vato Infants; was this an infallible rule, M. 
DoQor, to giue the Sacrament of the bodie and blood of Chrilt. 
vnto children ? if you denie that the Church did ſo, you maybe 
confounded with infinite teſtimonies of authors. Augul line in his 
firſt booke de peccato wort. cap. 20. is plaine , vpon which place 
Eraſmus hath made this marginall note, Nunc parvulis non datur 
Euchariſtia, now the Euchariſt is not giuen to little ones. Innocen« 
tius Pope of Rome, as the ſame father teſtifieth, Deſiniait parvmlos 
viſi manducaverint carnem filij hominis, vitam prorſas habere nom poſſeʒ 
that Infants cannot haue eternall life except they cate the fleſh of 
the ſonne of man. I could produce your owne men, who acknows 
ledge that the Church did vſe to giue the Sacramentto Infants; By 
which I conclude, that the Church is not an infallible rule to di- 
rect vnto truth. The Apoſtle Paul doth not onely fight with cu · 
ſtome, bir vſeth many other arguments and that in indifferent 
matters, as your Rhemiſts write, therefore youabule the place to 
eſtabliſha cuſtome,to confirme matters of moment, hen the A- 
poſtle entreateth of indifferencie. Secondly Iwould you could: 
truly ſay that you are the Church, 2s Paul did: you are departed 
from the Apoſtolicall Church. But heare what TheophylaQt wri- 
teth vpon that place; Ad verecundiam Anditores hec ditta compels 
lunt ne quid preter eApoſiolorum conſuetudinem fattitent ; theſe ſay- 
ings driue the auditors to ſhame, that they ſhould not doe any. 
thing beſides the Apoſtles cuſtome. Bring vs therefore the Apo 
ſtles practiſe, and you ſhall cauſe vs to yeild to it. But that which 
he cannot obtaine by Paul, he would prooue by Auguſtine, who 
auoucheth that it is ſtrange madneſſe to diſpute of that which the 
vniuerſall Church practiſeth. Secondly he prooueth that Infants 
are borne in ſinne, becauſe the Church doth baptize them. Tothe 
firſt teſtimony I anſwerghat Aug. ſpeaketh of ceremonies,as w he- 
ther a man muſt faſt before the comunion or no: & ſuch lie. Se-

2 what he the ſame S. Auguſtine writethin the firſt part. 
would haue you(ſaith he )to know that the Lord hath made vs 
ſubiect to a light yolce, and that he hath ioyned together the ſocie- 
tie of the new people with Sacraments, in number the feweſt, in 
obſeruaton the eaſieſt. in ſignification moſt excellent , ſuch as is 
Baptiſme conſecrated in the name of the trinitie, and the Commu- 
nication of his bodie and blood,and if any other be contained in 
the Canonicall Scriptures. If S. Auguſtine had knowne your ſea- 
uen Sacraments, he would neuer haue come in with Si quid aliud, 
if any other. Immediately after he will haue ſuch ccremoniesin the 
Vuiuerſall Church, as are inſtituted by the Apoſtles, or by gene- 
rall Councels: are all yours ſuchꝰ The ceremonies of particular 
Churches are variable, as Auguſtine himſelfe confeſſeth. In his 
hundreth and nineteenth epiſtle and 19. part, he would haue theſe 
articular burthens cut off. complaining that the eſtate of the Iewa 
in more tollerable, beeing ſubiect to ceremonies of God. then of 
Chriſtians ſubiect to humane ptæſumptions. H it was thus in Au- 
ines time, what is itnow? To reduce your argument into aſyl- 
iſme, thus you diſpute: 9 8 | 
They which may plead Cuſtome haue the trueth, 
But thePapiſts may plead cuſtome. | 
Ergo: They haue the trueth. | 
I denie the propoſition, and ſaie with Hildebarte, that it is Pere 
tinaria, conſuetudinem preferre veritars, Obſtinacie it is to preferte 
cuſtome before the trueth. This he prooueth by many teſtimo= 
nies out of Auguſtine and Cyprian, which for breuitie I wil omit. 
That we haue taken away the ſacrifice ofthe Church ĩt ĩs ſenſleſſe 
vntruth, for that ſacrifice which Gods word approoucth we im- 
brace from our hearts. But we are charged with great malepertnes 
for altering the maſſe, placing in ſtead thereof chapters, pſalmes ill 
tranſſated, and ballads called Geneua pſalmes, with railing ſermõs. 
If we had placed their golden legende of lies, it may be we ſhould 
Raue nothing, the Pſalmes are Dauids pſalmes, and if there 
de any imperſections in our tranſlations, there are moe in theirs, 
our ſermons are not railing, except that be railing which diſgra- 
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ceth errour. Eraſmus complaineth of Papiſts, that Querambbes 
ſommnia imo muliercularum dclirament a le gautur inter dinines Script» 
ra-, Euery fooles dreames, yea very mad women doting fancies 
= are read with holy Scriptures. Yet we are malepert , becauſe we 
3 read and ſing Dauids Pſalmes. Their Popes may adde tothe maſſe 
whatthey will, and we may not alter any thing without ſauſines. 
Your maſle hath beene by little and little increaſed, as Walfridus 
Sirabo euidently ſheweth, and yet you boldly ſay ithath continu» 
ed through all generations. The Apoſtles did conſecrate — 
adioyning praer to the ſame. Bellar. lib. . cap. t 3. de Eucharil 
which —— out vf Gregorie. But in his ſecond booke de 
and 19.chap.itis wonderfull to ſee howe he would clude aa gg, 
| this te ſtimonie, and ſaith plainely that ſome denie it, yet afterwards ders in his epiſts 
| he recalleth himſelfe. It ſufficeth to haue ſhewed , that their ſeruice 23% 
hath not, as this Doctour dreameth , continued through all gene- 
ration. In the Miletan Councel there is a decree that no ptaiers cu. 
k be made in the Church, but ſuch as are approoued in a 
© * Ne forts aliquid  compeſaram contra ſidem, leaſt there be any thing 
| , compoſed againſt the faith. Ergo, there was not one vniforme or- 
der in praier;the diuerfitic of Liturgics,as Baſil, Chryſoſtome, and 
others doe ſhewe likewiſe, what varietie hath beene in the Church 
concerning the ſeruice thereof? Nay the very Church of Rome at 
this day doeth not compell all to obſerue the Canon of the Ro- 
mane maſſe as neceſſarie, as I can prooue by their owne writers. 
Micrologus ſaith, that one Scholaſticus did compoſe the Canon cpu 
of the maſle,inhis 13.chapter he reciteth ſuperfluities inthe Ca- 
non thereof, and findeth faulte with the mention of the birth of 
Chriſt in it, ſeecing we ſhould Auunciare ilhus mortem, ſnewe his 
death. Now M. Doctor, goe and accuſe Microloguy of malepert- 
nes.

which teacheth holy doctrineʒ then holy doctrine is onely in the 
church, for if u be not inſeperable from the ſame it cannot marke 
and chalke the Church. Now by holy doctrine, Chriſt ian reader, 


meane not that which may haue a ſhew of holineſſe in the opinion 


of men, but that which gods word allowah. The Phariſie may faſt 
and make great ſhew ot pietie. The Montaniſts had three Jents in 


the yeare:the falſe Apoſtles did teach doctrine which had a ſhewe 


of wiſdome,in voluntarie worſhip and humblenes of mind, and in 
not ſparing the bodie: out of which we gather that pretended pie 
tie and holines muſt not be made a note to diſcerne a Church, but 
ſuch holines of doctrine as Gods word dothalow,for indeed that 
onely is holy, and all other doctrine is prophane,whatſocuer ſhew 
ie may haue with men. The Doctor toprooue his opinion faith, 
that the churchis called holy, becauſe it profeſſeth and teacheth 
nothing but that which is holy. Who would thioke that a Doctor 
could be ignorant in his creed? The church is called holy becauſe 
it is waſhed in the blood of Chriſt, and ſanctified by his 1 
Apoſtle ſheweth that the Church hath no wrinckle, Eph. 5. 27. 
which is as much as if he had called it holy. That this is ſo,itis plaiv, 
becauſe the triumphãt church is holy, & yet teachethno doctrine: 
& this triumphant church's vaderſtood is the creed as wel as the 


; militant;zwitnes the Papiſts themſelues who teach alſo that it is cal- 


led holy becauſcitis conſecrate to God, But graunt him that the 


Church is therefore called holy, herauſe it ieacheth holy dofrine;

The cathohke Romane religion 


teacheth abſtinence and faſting , which mortiſieth our bodies and 

enricheth our countrey : ſo doe we, and doe abſtaine not onely 

from fleſh but from filh when we faſt, and from wine with all o- 

ther delicates: and for the enriching of our countrey, there are 

lawes made to prohibit the eating of fleſh on certaine daies and at 

certaine times. But we differ from the Papiſts in theſe points: firſt 

they teach, that —_— faſting confiſtethin choice of meates, as 

| abſtinence from fleſh, cheeſe, egges; but we teach, thatit conſiſt · 
eth in abſtinence from all kind of meats. It is well knowne that 

Popilh faſting is feaſting, and many had rather be fed with wine, 

ſpices, and delicates, then with Heſh. Secondly we teach, that 

we muſt faſt to humble our ſelues, to tame the fleſh, and for other 

reſpects; but they teach that they faſt to merit and to deſerve at 

Gods hands: nowe Chriſtian Reader judge which fide holdeth 

moſt truely and ſoundly concerning faſting. Some Papiſts write 

that we muſt abftaine from fleſhand eate "of becauſe God cur- 

fed not the waters: is not this to make fleſh an vncleane thing? and 

fo by confequent they reſemble the old heretickes which conde- 
ned the creatures as vncleane. The auntient Chriſtians when they 
faſted, had but one meale a day, and that at night: our Papiſts haue 


wo, a dinner and a ſupper: but M. Doctor whether is this to faſt el. 4e lau. 


or no t to gorge your ſelues with eating fiſh and drinking wine 
in bowles. Wine in flameth concupiſcence as well as fleſh. The 
auntient Church did not reſtraine faſting to certaine meatcs, 
2s you may ſce in Tertullian hin booke, adverſie Pſychiches. Take 
heed therefore leaſt you take part with Montanus in teſtraining 
to certam meats & times. Spiridion did fell fleſh in lent ta be eats, 
ia uſe to the cleane all things are deane. Out ofthis hiſtozie 
marke theſe things. Firſt, thot to faſt is ne omni cibo permanere, to 
be without all meate: Secondly the gueſt did reſuſe fleſh becauſe 
he was a Chriſtian, Spiridionfaiththerfore he ouglit to cate. What 
cam be more direct agaimſt Popill faſting : The Papiſts ſay wen 
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fip Melanqthon ſeeme ſtumefull, but vnto the Catholikes they 
feeme molt honeſt: what words will ſome fay 7 namely theſe, ihat 
K is better for vowed perſons to commit fornication , or to haue a 
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are no Chriſtians if they eate fleſhin lent » Spiridrenfaith, becauſe 
they are Chriſtians, therefore they oughtto eate fleſh. Alcibiades

The ſame Ca» 

tholike Romane religion teacheth marriage to be indifſoluble 

ſo doe — the caſe of adultene : and your docttine cau- 

ſeth many to fall into that foule ſinue; for the offending perſon 

knowing that the innocent perſon, may not marrie againe , careth 

not to commit that finne if libertie were graunted the occaſion is 

taken away. Secondly, you make no difference betwixt the inno- 

cent perſon,and the perſon offending ; is not this good diuinitic ? 

The Grecians alſo teach as we teach in this point; {6 doth Eraſ- 

mus and your owne men Caictaneand Catherine. Thus M, Do- 

or, you care not to accuſe your one champions of prophane 

doctrine. I paſle by other teſtimonies, becauſe ] will anſwer brief- 

kr, de lia. c la · ly · Bellarmine writcth thus ʒ Sols fornicatio dueclè opponitur (gg 
coniugali, & ſubſlantie ipſius matrimony: Onely fornication is dir 

ly oppoſite to the marriage couenahtanditotheſubſtance'of ma- 

trimonie. Great reaſon then is there ſurely that this ſinne ſhould 

diſſolue marriage. Doth not that diſſolue a thing yr ouer-

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throweth the ſubſtance of uꝰ And how they provided ſor che innoᷣ 


cent partie, lei Ins word iudge, which puniſheth the aduſteret with 
death: ifthe adulterer ought to be ſo puniſhed, there can be no 
queſtion but marriage may be diſsolued-. 

Hitherto the Doctor hath had but badde ſucceſse for his holy 
doctrine, let vs ſee if his ſueceſſe be better hereafter. The Catho- 
like Romane religion, ſaith he,teacheth that all laws of magiſtrates 
which be not expreſly againſt the word of God, doe binde the 
ſubiects in conſcionce: the greater therefore is your ſinne, becauſe 
you care not to murder Princes . But what if the Pope giueth a 
diſpenſationꝰ then you may doe what you liſt. O holy and heauẽ - 
ly doctrine. Our doctrine concerning magiſtrates lawes is this, 
that the authoritie in generall is to be regarded for conſcience, be» 
cauſe it i Gods ordinance.But euery lawe doeth not binde Con 
ſcience, but thoſe which are diuime, beeing immutabſe. And this 
doctrine is taught by your man Gerſon, as wirneſſeth Bellarmine, 
There are no men that haue giuen greater obedience to magi- 
ſtrates; then Ptoteſtats, as the world can teſtifie. The Papi bring 
the Magiſtrates into contempt. . The Emperour mult ſead the 
Popes horſe.Coſter glorieththat Pipin king of Fraunce,doing re- 
erence to the Pope did lead the Popes horſe: if Emperours muſt 
lead the Popes horſe and ltiſſe his toe, who bring Magiſtrates to 
contempt, the Pope or the proteſtants 2 Henrie the fourth bare- 
footed, faſting ſrom morning tonight, waited for the ſens 
tence three dates. If this be not tocontemne Magiſtrates, ITknowe 
not whatis.In the booke of ceremonies the Emperour — — | 
ted wonderfull ſeruilitizebut I leaue this contempt of Mag} 
and come to veniall fmnes,and concupiſcence. A man may won- 
der that we ſhould be charged with vnholy doctrine becauſe we 
teach euery ſinne to deſerue damnation. The greater the ſinne is, 
the more men ſhould abſtaine from it: therefore on the contrarie, 
the leſſer it is the leſſe regard is had of it. By our doctrine then me 


_ regard ſinne more then by the Papiſts doArine; becauſe we teach 


no ſinne to be ſmall: iudge therefore indifferent reader, which is 


molt holy doftrine. Hierom faith, Neſcio an lene aliquod peccatum. d c 


I knowe not whether we may tearme any ſinne ſmall which is c6- 
mitted againſt God or no. But the Papiſts care not to call finnes 
veniall „ ook. inted againſt an infinite God. To 
calargethisdodtrine all SK men, namely Gerſon, 2

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the hiſbop of Rocheſter teach as we teach, Bellarmine vſeth ſtrõg 
reaſons againſt this wicked doArine. Nopuniſhment is ſo quill as 
any ſinne can be. Ego no ſinne is veniall. A man mult rather be 
annihilated then he muſt commit any ſinne, how ihen can ſinne be 
veniall of it one nature. Thus your owne ſchoole reſolueth a- 
gainſt your doctrine. The ſcripture is plaine, Curſed is euery one 
that continueth not in all things that are written in the booke of 
the lawe to doe them. If man be accurſed for euery ſinne, then eue · 
ry ſinne deſcrues death;but man is accuſed for cuery ſinne. Ergo, 
* writeth excellent well of this point, Leuia multa facis 
unt unum graue, multa guttæ implent flumen , muſta grans faciunt 
—— ſmall ſinnes make one great, and many drops make 
a flood, many cornes make a heape. Take ead therefore M. Do- 


ctor of your ſmall ſinnes, leaſt admitting them, you haue a maſſe 


of corruption. Theodorus Abucara ſpeaketh as plainely as any 
Proteſtant, Peccati nullus expers et. nil (hriſins Dominus. lam vero 
omne peccatum vel tantillum mortem inſert. No man excepting 
Chriſt our Lord is without ſinne: Nowe the leaſt ſinne deſerueth 
ee teach with the Apoſtle that it 
is ſinne, and by this doctrine men muſt of neceſſitie be mooued to 
ſtriue more againſt it then if it were no ſinne. Howe ſay you M. 
DaRor,wil you not ſtrive more againſt that thing which is ſinne, 
then againſt that which is no-finne? if you will not,the greater is 


your ſhame, and your conſcience is the more diſſolute. Conter- 


ning the reward of good and bad life in the world to come, we 
teach it with you, but yet we denie the merit of eternall hfe. Opera 
ſent dia regn non can/a regnandi, ſaith Bernard, Good workes are 
the way to the kingdome of heauen, they are not the cauſe of it. 
Tota [pes mea,ſaith Augultine,eft in marre Domini moi, mors eius me- 
ritum meum , refugium meum. My whole hope is onely in the 
death of my Lordi his drath is my merit and refuge. Anda aine, 
Maritum mewn miſcratio Domini, My deſent is the Lords mercie, 
Beſides theſe authorities Nl. Doctor, if reaſons will ſatisfie you 
why we denie merits,taketheſe- | | 
Whoſoeuer meriteth mult perfe&ly fulfil the lawe: but no mi 
this life can perfectly fulfill the lawe , ergo no man can merit. 


Secondly, where there is merit, there is no mercie, for gratia non eff 


vllo mods gratia,nifs ſit omni modo gratuit a. Grace is not grace ex- 
cept it be euery way — 3 
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Thirdly, where there is merit there may be confidence in me- 
rits,but no man muſt put his confidence but in God. Ergo. To this 
ſyllogiſme I will annexe Auguſtines ſpeech. Qai/qumerge auſan 
fuorit direre inflificote,conſequent eft vt dicat etiam crede in me, quod 
nemo ſantlorum recte dicers poteſt. Whoſoeuer can ſay I iuſtiie 
thee, may by conſequent ſay beleeue in me, which none of the 
Saints can rightly ſay. If then we juſtifie our ſelues, we may beleeue 
in our ſelues which ſpeechalt Chriftians doe abhorre. 
Fourthly, where there is merit, there the reward is due by ĩu· 
ſtice w_ _—_ „but by —_— it is — _ — onely inre- 
ct of s promiſe; ergo, If you will ſee the aſſumption proo- 
—— 1.2.1 —*— he ſaith, that Dew of de- 
bitor Shimon nobis. God is debier to himſelfe and not to vs. Read al- 
ſo Bernard de lib. arb. and heare Auguſtine writing thus, Debuor 
fallus eſt, he is made a debter by promiſing. Now to produce your 
owne men, as Scotus and diuers others, I hold it needleſſe, yet let 
the Catechiſme of Colon ſpeake. Quis tam ſfapidus eſt, & c. Who is 
ſo ſottiſſi as to thinlee our good workes to be worthy of eternall 
life? Thus merits are reiected by reaſon and by fundrie authorities: 
therefore he flaundereth vs in ſaying, that we giue the people oc 
caſion to be negligent in doing of good, and little or nothing fear - 
full to euill. Nowe we are come to auricular confeſtion. The 
Caiholike Romane religion teacheth confeſſion ts a prieſt, 
of all deadly ſinnes which we can remember, vnder paine of 
damnation. , which reſtraineth the le from ſinne, and 
cauſeth them particularly to be well inſtructed and counſel- 
led, But the Proteſtant taking that away ſetteth open a dore to 
all wickednes and looſenes of life, as alſo to ignorance. To anſwer 
this latter ſpeech: firſt, no man ean be ignorant, that ſhutteth not 
his eyes, how we condemne looſenes of life, and how we crie for 
knowledge. We defirt and beſerch the people to read the bible; 
we catechize and inſtruct them; we examine ihem alſo before the 
communion , doe we then open a dore to ignorance ?

| as rant him his externall holmeſſe which he faith to be in the 
Catholikes , and not todenie their faſtings and their praiers: all

riſies faſted and praied , and did other workes , yet was their do- 
Qrine erroneous,and ſo is the Papiſts. octor confeſſed be 
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tickes,which faying is ſufficient to ouenthrowe this whole chapter 
ofthe Doctor. By theſe proofes it is manifeſt that we wult not 
meaſure true teligon by externall holineſſe: and not to ſtay any 
longer in this point; Iudas betrayed our Saviour Chriſt, yet he 
was a Preacher of the Goſpel .

But you deale with vs as the dealt 

with the auntient Church, For Fauſtus a Pelagian the 

Church with Manichiſme, becanſe it taught the will of man to be 

made ſound by meere grace, and not ofit ſelſe.

The fift becefieis that we makeno difference of ſinnes with To- 


uinian, neither doe we make virginitie any better then marriage. I 


anſwer that we teach a difference of ſinnes, ſome to be greater, 


ſiome to be ſmaller, but we difclaime the opinion of veniall ſinnes. 
And ifthis be bereſie, then as I haue prooued, both fathers, and 


ſome papiſts are heretickes.

whether heretickes were ſo inquiſitiue or no, onely knowe Chri- 
ſtian Reader that this ſauoreth of Manichiſme, ſor the Manichees 
ſaid. as Auguſtine ſheweth,vex operiet omnino queri, &c. we mult 
notinquire at all what men they are that profeſſe the Manickces 
ſe, but what the profeflion is. The papiſts would faine haue 
their wicked liues hidden from men, but they cannot, for as ignu 
tanita celari non poteſt , fire cannot be kept in the garment, ſo ſinne 
cannot be concealed:in vaine therefore M. Doctor, you go about 
to haue your faults concealed , the more you defire ihis, the mere 
men will enquire into your actions, becauſe you giue iuſt cauſe ſo 
to doe.
